'Tbe celebration of the centenary of the 
Baltimort Catbadnl last Sunday bronght 
together tbe greatest sssemblage of men 
that ever gathered nnder one roof in the 
United States. Great national conven- 
tions where every Stale is represented 
by its ablest politicians and most elo- 
quent orators pale into insignificance 
beside this assemblage of prelates anil 
priests. It was a great day for the church, 
a gfsst day for Baltimore, a great day for 
America, and, as Archbishop Glennon 
espteatsd it, '^Tbis magnificent celebra- 
tiOB naiks an epoch in tbe church life of 
AflMilce,** 

Brieflr aummed np the chief events of 
the dav's celebration were: The proces- 
sion of the Cardinal, Archbishops, Bish- 
ops, Mitred Abbots and other church dig- 
nitaries from Calvert Hall to the Cathe- 
dral, the celebration of Pontifical mass 
by Archbishop Farley, of New York; the 
morning sermon by Archbishop Ryan, of 
Philadelphia; solemn vespers and a ser- 
mon in tbe sfternoon by Archbishop 
Oleaaoa, of St. Louis; the reading of a 
congratnlatory letter from bis Holiness 
Pope Pins X., and a dinner given the 
visiting members of the hierarchy and 
those in their respective trains by bis 
Eminence Cardinal Gibbons. 

The procession from Calvert Hall to 
the Cathedral started at 10 . id o'clock. A 
brilliant scene was presented as the long 
line of eminent men in the striking garbs 
of their positions and orders, with their 
crosses and chains of gold gleaming and 
theif jewels of authority adntiUating in 
the snnlfght, slowly wound its way out 
of the ball, across Cathedral street and 
into the main entrance of the historic 
old chnrch. 

The high altar was ablase with lighted 
candelalira, which shed a softened, golden 
light that seemed to spread throughout 
the church. The fragrance of spring 
flowers filled the ai.- and the large sanc- 
tuary was filled with palms snd potted 
plants. The contrast between the scarlet 
of the foil Pontifical robes of Cardinal 
Otbboas, tbe violet pnrplc of tbe Apos- 
tolic Dclegste, tbe gold cloth vestments 
of the prelstes who officiated at the mass, 
tbe deep purple of the Archbiabops and 
Bishops and the white surplices of the 
seminarians and acolytes formed a com- 
bination of light and color of wonderful 
richaess. 

The music of the mass was rendered by 
the Cahedral choir under the direction of 
tne Rev. Father Charles Marcetteau, 
professor of plsin cbsnt st St. Charles' 
■College. At the offertory Handel's cele- 
brated "Hallelnjab Cborua" was ren- 
dered with splendid effect. The aetmon, 
preached by Archbishop Rysn, was 
delivered after the first gospel. Extracts 
from it will be found in another column. 

After Archbishop Farley pronounced 
tbe final benediction Cardinal Gibbons 
arose from his throne and briefly 
•addressed the sssembled prelates. He 
epoke of the glories of tbe old Cathedral 
-and the greatness of tbe Catholic religion. 
The Cardinal tc«d of ponditions in the 
United BUtcslOe years ago, when Biahop 
Carroll laid tbe cornerstone, snd drew 
a striking contrast between that day and 
the present. Then there was but one 
Bishop and less than 70.000 Catholics. 
Now there are 10') Bishops and Arch- 
bishops and more than li.OOO.OOO Catho- 
lics. In conclusion he thanked the mem- 
<bers of tbe hierarchy for having come to 
honor the ooeaelon. 

The memidg aervicea closed with tbe 
weeding at a latter of eoagratulation from 
tbe Pope. The letter ooaclnded with 
his apostolic benediotloa fortheCardi- 
nal, hierarchy, clergy and the whole 
American people. The letter %ras pre- 
sented by Monsignor Falconio, the Apos- 
tolic Delegate, sad was read by tbe Very 
^ev. Father Fletcher, rector of the 
Cathedral. 

The vespe; service in the evening was 
iprecedcd by a procession much the same 
«s 1b the morning. Archbishop Mess- 
mer offidatod and Archblahop Glennon 
preaclied the sermon. After benedictioo 
of the most biassed sacrament Cardinal 
'Gibbons intoned the "Te Deam Landa- 
mus." A quartette ol aeminariana 
intoned the alternate verses and the 
choir rtaponded. Thus the religions 
'Celebration was brought te a close. 

Taking part in the celebiation, besides 
theCardina' and Apostolic Delegate, were 
twelve Archbishops, eighty-six Bishops, 
sevcttteen Uitred Abbots, more than 150 
Moasignors and M% ptieata of leas dig- 
nity.

Several of these delegates are 
members of the Ancient Order of Hiber- 
nians or Ladies' Auxiliary as well as of 
tbe Catholic KnighM and Ladiea of 
America. 

Loniaville waa the cradle of this gnad 
insurance order.

Tbe firat national convention waa held 
in Louisville and Thomas Henley, of this 

city, was the First Supreme President. 
The second convention was held at Cairo 
and the third at Memphis. William 
Higgius, of Memphis, succeeded Mr. 
Henley as Supreme President, and iie in 
turn waa succeeded by John McGofF, of 
Michigan, who died durini{ his term of 
office. At that time Mias Mary Sheridan, 
of thia city, who was Snprcme. Vice Preai- 
dent, filled ont Mr. McGoff's naespired 
term. Then in order came Charlea 
O'Donnell, of Chicago; James H. 
Crumley, of Detroit, and last, but by no 
means least, the present incumbent, 
Dennis E. Kelley, of Memphis. During 
his term tbe order 'uas increased 2,<)0o 
members.

Father Rock bode the aiembers of tbe 
order to be soUdtoas concerning boys 
aad girla who had atrayed away from the 
church. Speaking of Christ, the Good 
Shepherd, he compared the Viucentians 
to the shepherds who went about seeking 
stray Iambs. Even men and women who 
hail fallen away from the faith were to be 
looked after snd biought back. What- 
ever you do for the poor, he said, yon do 
for Christ. 

The Very Rev. Father Deppea waa 
called upon aad aald be was pleasaatly 
surprised to see such s large atteadeaee. 
It showed that the Catholic men of our 
city were imbued with a solid foundatiou 
of spirituality. There are many societies 
of Catholics, he said, but the majority of 
them dealt largely with earthly matters. 
The St. Vincent de Paul Sodety was 
highly spiritual and he hoped to aae it 
grow aiore and mora ia apirituality aad 
la temporal usefulness.

The Right Rev. Bishop McQoaid, 
alwiiys an interesting talker, delivered a 
stirring and patriotic address in Roches- 
ter last week before the alumni of the 
Cathedral school. When he arose the 
venerable prelate was nr^eted with the 
applause of 400 former pupils. V.n in iss,- 
they rose to their feet and cheercrl him 
till they were well nigh exhausted. After 
the applanse had sahaided Bishop Mc- 
Quaid aaidin part: 

"At my age I takethia greeting as the 
vocal testimony of your beans. I wish 
I were all you ar.cribe to rae. Of all the 
institutions in the Rochester diocese none 
conies neare' to luy heart than the Cathe- 
dral school and its ({ruduates. Tonight I 
have been likened to a great General 
leading his forces to victory. I have 
never known a General who was able to 
do much without brave and devoted 
soldicta following bis leadership. If I 
have had sncocsa in mr work I owe it to 
the aoldiers who have formed my army, 
to the priests who have stood by me, to 
the people who have upheld my hands 
and to the rank and file of the various 
parochial schools of the diocese. It will 
lepend on you to come up to the full 
requirements, and tlieii the war will go 
on in the bloodless struggle of strong 
men and women for the cause that is ours 
and at the same time ia the cause of the 
dtlsens of the United BUtes. 

"Many do notnndersUnd the aim we 
have in view. We are often commended 
for the work we are doing. Many give 
us praises for our wonderful a ch oe l 
work, but they know not what 
is beyond that school work, the 
end in view, which is that life 
immortal yet to ^coine. The second of 
our objects is still less known. We are 
for Ood and for Christ's holy religion, 
for morality and the teaching of Christian 
civilisation, but we have something mor^ 
in view. We are children of Ood, but 
we are also members of this organisation, 
the c^vil organization of citizens of this 
great republic. There are many republics 
in this world, bnt none which gives 
liberty to sU andjprotection to all classes 
except the republic of Uie Tnited States 
of America. The point to which we look 
is the preservation of this republic. It 
can have no security in the future, no 
guarantee of {stability, except in moral 
life baaed upon God's creed and ezpreaaed 
will. There must be law, order and 
justice, right and freedom for me and 
rtgbt and freedom for every dtisen in the 
land. Tbis^can never be brought about 
except through the iostrumeuUlity of 
men and womca who believe ia Ood an^ 
Christ. 

"It is only through conscience that 
successf ul|work can be obtained. When 
our leaders are guilty of crimes, when 
the family is shattered by divorce the 
republic begins lo stagger, for the founda- 
tion of the republic is in the family life. 
When that is destroyed the structure will 
fall. Our cause has, in the post, brought

unalterably opposed to socialism and the 
undue aggregation of wealth. Among 
the salient points made by Archbishop 
Ryan were these: 

"There are three great and increasing 
evils in onr day, one affecting the indi- 
vidual, the second the family and the 
third the State. I mean snidde, divorce 
and communism leading to anarchy. 
Now the doctrines of the Catholic church 
teacl' the folly and sinfulness of these 
and declare that those guilty of them 
shall be punishe<l for i>ll eternity. I can 
not believe the love of money is the pre- 
dominant fault of the American people. 
The7 are too noble and generous a people 
to be a nation of misers. No, I believe 
that ambition, pride, inordinate inde 
pendence and aelf-reliance are onr most 
[langerous foes. We need, as vital to our 
permanence as a nation, more respect for 
the distinct doctrinal teachings of Jesus 
Christ. Of course, we can not e.\pcct to 
find ill our public men such a.sceti 
humility as the new Pontiff exhibits, 
but a ileep sense of responsibility to God 
and to the people, s humble estimate of 
otu own powers and reliance on God's 
power to help ns, are lo be sought." 

Bqually atrong waa the sermot: 
preached by ArctaUshop Glennon at the 
vesper service. Here sre a few 1 of the 
truths he told: 

"The social fabric appears today to be 
in iuiniinent danger, because old princi 
pies are ignored and old foundations 
attacked. What was held as law is now 
regarded as injustice; what w;is held as 
government is now deemed tvi.tMiv. It 
were folly to deny ttiat the shadow of 
socialism u bsngiug over the land, and 
while learned men are busy pointing ont 
iu nnrcaaonableness, its lack of feasibil- 
ity, the shadow deepena. And yet we 
fear not. We are convinced that the 
Church has a message for these coming 
years. 

"Standing by that cross, the Church 
would teach an equality that mere forms 
of poverty and v;e8lth could not affect. 
From the darkness and the gloom, as on 
Good Friday, will come forth again the 
victorious Christ, the great leader, to 
bless humanity and recreate the world." 

It is estimated that fully 20,000 people 
were in and around the Cathedral dur- 
ing the morning services and almost as 
many sought entrance during the even- 
in*. 

At the banquet in the afternoon Cardi- 
nal Gibbons acted as toastmsster, and 
Bishop Maes delivered one of the princi- 
pal addresses. All the dignltarica prised | 
bis remarks.

petitors of all nationalities 

A tenant named James Carroll, bis wife 
an^ four children, were evicted for non- 
payment of rent from his small holding 
at Palduff, near Westport, at the suit of 
Justice O'Dowd. Prior to the eviction 
the holding waa aold to Martin Geraty, 
who summoned ^arroll before the Lonis- 
berg magistratea for taking repoaaeaalon. 
Owing to an informality in the summons 
the charge was dismissed without preju- 
dice. 

The undoubted minersl wealth of Derry 
haa at laat been tapped. After the u-^ndi 
prospec ti ng operstions a deep shaft has 
been sunk at Bsllymorglin, about four 
miles from Limavady, in a picturesque 
situation, on tha rugged face of Beneve- 
nue mountain, overlooking tha fertile 
vslley of the Roe. with the allver streak 
of Longh Foyle and the Donegal moun- 
tains in the distance. An extensive bed 
of hematite ore has been discovered not 
far from the surface, of a very rich qual- 
ity, equal to any oxide found in the 
United Kingdom. A pumping plant is 
being placed in poeition to enable opera- 
tions on a large acale. 

A report of tha Department of Agri- 
culture abowe that in the year liNNi migra- 
tory laborers to the spproxlmate number 
of -25,000 went to Scotland and 20,000 to 
England. The exodus isatated to be the 
greatest in the month of June, but the 
number has been steadily {decreasiug in 
recent yeHr^, there l>einga falling off last 
year of 2,000 as compared; with \'M)i. 
Ronghly eatimated three-tunniis of them 
were nativee of Connanght, and of that 
number two-tblrds camc;^from Mayo. 
The largaat numbera migrate from Swin- 
fbrd. Weetport, Caatiebar, Claramorris, 
Bsllina and Belmallet, a conaiderablf 
number from Boecommon and aome from 
Galway and Sligo.
